Henry Bergh's Device For Humane 


Slaughtering Tested. 


In the ambulance house of the Amer- 


ican Society For the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals in New York city a 
new humane device for the slaughter- 
ing of animals for food, the invention 
of Henry ISergh. treasurer and former 
president of the society, was recently 
tested. 


The device is not unlike the hose and 


noz::lc of the New York fire depart- 
ment, but in this case the-stream that 
comes from the hose is air. Upon the 
pressure of a trigger a javelin is hurled 
from the uo".zle with sullicient force 
to pieree an inch oak plank. I>y means 
of an automatic recoil attachment the 
javelin is brought back for further 
use. when the trigger is again pressed. 


lii the experiments boards and ca- 


davers wore used. Although the instru 
me:it was intended for small animals 
It was said by those who witnessed the 
tests that it possessed ample power for 
the slaughter of larger animals. 


Tho device is called an air gun. Ir 


the larger styles intended for the 
slaughter of steers the cylinder con 
taiuing tho javelin is mounted upon"; 
swivel, as N the ordinary typo of rniflr 
fire gun. The operator stands six fcyjl 
away from the animal to be kiilo'il 
with the muzzle of the gun projecting 
within three feet of the animal's head 
Within a short time it is planned to 
have a practical test of the invention 
at one of the New York city abattoirs. 


The society is interested in devices 


of this kii:d. It has offered a prize 
$500 for Ihe best, though Mr. Bergh. 
being nil ofiiccr of the society, will not 
compete.

I iger Versus Lion. 


The Bengal tiger has more courage 


than tho lion—so. at least, we are as- 
sured by a showman, who states that 
the matter was tested in this manner: 
"We placed a shooting cracker in the 
respective cages and tired the fuses. 
As soon as the fuses began to burn 
they attracted the attention of both 
animals, but iu a widely different man- 
ner. The lion drew into a corner and 
watched the proceedings with a dis- 
trustful and uneasy eye.

ing gaze. On reaching the cracker he 
took his paw and begairto roll it over 
the Hoor. and when it exploded beneath 
his very nose be did not Ilinch. but 
continued his examination until per- 
fectly satisfied.
